It is our pleasure and, I believe, the citizens pleasure, 
also, to view with great pride the new additions to 
the physical plant at North Stratford. The contract 
was given to Homer Beecher who has subcontracted 
the masonry work, electrical work, and plumbing 
work to other companies. We would like to go on re- 
cord as saying’ we have never seen a better masonry 
job in any of the building expansion programs that 
vour Superintendent has been responsible for. The 
quality of workmanship and attention to detail was 
outstanding. This, I believe, also, can be said of the 
electrical and plumbing work: Mr. Beecher has assist- 
ed us in rectifying some very poor situations that we 
have inherited from the former architect. Some sewer- 
age problems were taken care of and some building 
faults were remedied. By the time of the reading of 
this report we will have completed the Dedication 
ceremonies and classes are in full assemblage. 


The addition of the Home Economics Laboratory 
makes this one of the best equipped and most modern 
of any in the North Country and the state for its 
size. The other two classrooms were a most welcome 
addition; for they certainly make for a very conducive 
atmosphere to the education media going on in the 
respective rooms. The new furniture and color schemes 
harmonize extremely well with the rest of the build- 
ing. We still have to add blackout shades to the rooms 
so that the audio-visual materials may be utilized 
more efficiently. 


This year, also, saw the budding of our high school 
band under the directorship of Gardner Wentworth 
and we feel within the next two years we will have 
a band we can all be proud of. 


The additional stage area has provided a much need- 
ed faculty room and presently the nurse is utilizing 
the old faculty room for her headquarters. Up to 
this time, the nurse had no permanent headquarters. 
Students had no place to go but home and in many 
cases this was a hardship on the parents and, of 
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course, the students. By the addition of Mrs. Mul- 
cahy’s services we now have a nurse’s services and, 
also, she is assisting in our health education program 
which again, of course, was the recommendation of 
the New England Association of Secondary Schools 
and Colleges. 


With the advent of the new locker and dressing 
room facilities for both boys and girls we have bride- 
ed a gap that was certainly missing before in our Phy- 
sical Education program. This is utilized, of course, 
in both the boys and girls Physical Education classes 
and, of course, in our varsity and practice sessicns 
with our athletes. 


When we moved from the old Home Economics 
Room into our new headquarters through the services 
of Neal Farnsworth, Roger Hunt, and Leslie Blodgett, 
we were able to provide a spacious and yet compact 
library facility with a work room and space for the 
custodian plus an audio-visual storage and preview 
plus workroom. There is, also, room for teachers and 
students to have private consultations regarding re- 
ference materials or projects involving library ser- 
vices which heretofore were non existant. 


The former library on the second floor is now turn- 
ed into a remedial reading center which is headed by 
Mrs. Marion Godzyk, 2a most welcome addition to our 
staff, also. 


For those of you who have had the opportunity to 
even drive around the school you couldn’t help but 
see what a fine playing area that is now available for 
our varsity and after school programs in soccer and 
baseball. This facility, of course, is also used in our 
Physical Education program both for boys and girls. 
There, also, has been incorporated a large parking 
area adjacent to the field which has been sorely need- 
ed these many years. 


Our curriculm has been greatly upgraded by the 
edvent of the accredidation which was given to the 
North Stratford High School by the New England 
Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. This, 
however, is just the first step in the strengthening 
and upgrading of our present curriculum for as a Self- 
Evaluation that was carried on by our staff last year 
they, of course, could see at first hand where our 
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strengths and where our weaknesses lay, then after 
the Evaluation Team came aboard they substantiated 
many of the already ascertained areas of strengths 
and weaknesses. With this in mind, we had tried to 
go over the Evaluation report and earmark things 
that could be done immediately to implement the 
suggestions made by the committee and then, also, 
prepare a list of items that could be taken care of in 
the near future, and, also, things that would be taken 
care of in the distant future. This curriculum study, 
of course, is a far reaching and continuing program 
for today’s educatinal curriculum is not a stagnant 
thing, but requires constant research and study.. We 
were officially approved for continuing membership 
in the Association on December 2, 1966. 


One of the suggestions was to adopt or develop a 
formal program of studies with Course objectives, etc. 
This is presently beings worked on. We have imple- 
mented storage and maintenance of audio-visual equip- 
ment with a special svstem of handling. We have fur- 
ther implemented a Course of Instruction in Health 
and Physical Education. We have utilized present 
Title IIT monies that were originally pronosed by our 
Union and then encompassed the rest of the Unions 
from Woodsville through Colebrook, N. H. in a cul- 
tural enrichment type of program. For those of us 
who have been fortunate in being able to view first 
hand these programs, you will find that they certain- 
ly rival those on TV and in some cases are even bet- 
ter. We now have an Arts and Crafts program being 
offered. This, of course, needs more encouragement 
and development but it is a start. 


Driver Education is now offered during the recu- 
lar school day and we have a Course in Oral English. 
This year saw the inceptance of a _ separate 
room for the Foreign Language Dept.  utiliz- 
ing the media of audio-visual materials and a portable 
language laboratory. The new sequential program in 
Home Economics was adopted and will be carried out 
for the ensuing years. For the first time, the Music 
Department has a specially given area which can do 
justice to the band. Prior to this year the band has 
had to meet in a myriad of untenantable places, name- 
ly in the janitor’s storage area, back of the Shop, or 
any other spot that was available. How anyone could 
ever differentiate between a clarinet or woodwind 
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versus percussion instruments is beyond our compre- 
hension. The accoustics were abominable. The stage 
area provides for a most adequate and plausible ar- 
rangement. 


This year for the first time we have been able to 
have a woman to take over the girls’ Physical Educat- 
ion program. This certainly has been a great boom to 
the girls’ program and we appreciate the services of 
Miss Virginia Malcolm very much. For the first time, 
also, we were able to store in proper places the various 
equipment that is necessary to run the Physical. Ed- 
ucation program. This was provided by new storage 
space adjacent to the stage area and chair and table 
storage under the present stage area. 


We have realized through governmental programs 
the purchase of some audio-visual equipment. This 
purchase of equipment will go on for several years 
until we have finally brought our program up-to-date 
where it should be so the classrooms can all be provid- 
ed with the necessary audio-visual equipment. 


Not only did we add or create a library facility, 
but we are still up dating and increasing our library 
reference materials and books. 


We now have some 300 students in grades 1-12. If 
the present growth increases it is mandatory so we 
will not have a multi-classroom situation within a 
classroom for the addition of one more teacher. In 
this day and age of specialization it is not feasible to 
go back to the one room schoolhouse allowing a multi- 
classroom approach. Therefore, next year we find it 
imperative that we have at least one more additional 
teacher in the Elementary Grades to take care of 
this situation. 


It is, also, to be noted that special commendations 
should go to a young man who has done more for the 
athletic program in the history of Stratford High 
School than anyone we know of, at least in our brief 
history, and that is Donald Messier. This young man 
is a thoroughly dedicated, industrious and wholly 
competent teacher. He certainly has the interest of 
our boys and girls at heart. Last year Stratford High 
School won the White Mountains Baseball Champion- 
ship and during the Christmas vacation of this year 
our boys won the “Subway” basketball tournament 
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sponsored by Our Lady of Grace Academy at Cole- 
brook. We are presently contemplating the building 
of a trophy case to display this and other trophies 
that Stratford High School has accumulated over a 
period of years. 


As to the future, I think, it is a very good one. The 
townspeople have very graciously provided us with a 
good physica! plant and this year for the first time a 
teachers’ salary guide that was sorely needed and we 
now feel we have a staff and certainly administration 
that can do the job that is needed in Stratford, but 
again, the future depends on the support that you, 
the townspeople, give to our budget request. You cer- 
tainly have been most gracious to us in the past and 
we hope you will bear with us and support us in the 
future.

It is noted that there was an overdraft of $15,365.- 
47 in the “Plant Maintenance” appropriation account.

We be- 
lieve that the expenditures for these purposes should 
have been charged to the “New Equipment” account 
rather than “Plant Maintenance’’.
